Finally after all these months speculating whether 
we will have soccer on television or not it has been 
made official. In 1981 the Australian public with 
their television sets will be able to view an exten- 
sive coverage of soccer at a prime time. This 
announcement is certain to bring a ‘“‘new lease of 
life” to Australian Soccer. Not only will it be of 
benefit to the public but more importantly clubs 
and their prospective sponsors. With television, 
soccer will get the exposure it so rightly deserves 
and I have no doubt it will be knocking on the 
same if not more lucrative doors as does Rugby 
League and Australian Rules. I commend the 
Australian Soccer Federation in securing television 
coverage.
